SPEAKING in Dundalk last night on the ‘movement for the

The Government, Mr. de Valera 
said, was doing everything possible 
for the restoration of Irish, and 
would continue to do it, but, as the 

roverb said: “You can lead a 
ain to water, but you cannot 
make him drink.” ‘The water was 
there, and the work to be done was 


criticised those people whose hearts 
were elsewhere than in this country, 
and who did not want, the language 
revived, and those whose laziness 
was helping to break the morale of 
the rest of the people. 

He characterised as silly the views 
of those who said that the people 
should be compelled to speak Irish as 
the farmers were compelled to grow 
wheat. The people must be induced 
to speak Irish, he said, for reasons 
of national pride, because the lan- 
guage was one of the most dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of nation- 
hood,. and without it we would be 
only half a nation. 

‘Tf you are not a good Irishman,’ 
continued Mr. de Valera, “the 
Government cannot make you one,

Government's work unless the people 
co-operate.”’ 

The gradual creeping-in of Irish 
salutations, Irish Christian names, 
Irish place names, and Irish over 
shop doors, he said, would be more 
effectiye than spasmodic _ Irish 
speeches in the Dail. 

Mr. de Valera said that there was 
most unfair criticism of the civil 
servants. He doubted if there was 
any Government office where a per- 
son could not transact his business 
through Irish alone. If people must 
be blamed, it was those who 
neglected to speak Irish to the civil 
servant. If they allowed Irish to 
drop the time would come when the 
young people would be ashamed to 
have to speak in the language of 
those who came to impose their views 
on this country. He admitted that 
he could not speak Irish as fluently 
as some people who were present, 
because most of his life’s work was 
done through the medium of English. 

The aim was not to make Irish a 
mere scholastic subject, but to restore 
it as the living tongue of the people. 
Irish salutations were preferable to 
“hello”. and ‘‘ cheerio.’’ The 
restoration was a great national 
work, and people would be made 
ashamed not to speak their own 
language. They were so preoccupied 
with other matters for twenty years 
that they might have neglected to 
give the younger generation proper 
inspiration, and the older Irish 
speakers should give it to them now, 

Mr. de Valera went on to criticise 
the ‘‘high and mighty people who 
can write Irish dictionaries, but who

The victory at Kakahovka brings 
the Red Army well behind the 
Germans’ Dnieper bed escape 
corridor, and only 75 miles from 
Nikolaev, at the mouth of the Bug. 

The destruction of the largest of 
the three trapped: armies—the Ger- 
man and Rumanian garrison of the 
Crimea—has already -begun, says 
Duncan Hooper, Reuter’s Moscow 
correspondent The rout of Man- 
stein’s once-powerful Melitopol army 

roup is approaching its end. The 

ed Army has gone simply through 
the, German forces, and north and 
south of its path large German forces 
are hopelessly trapped. Pressed 
against the Sivash coast, between 
Genichesk and Perekop, one of these 
forces is now fighting out its last 
hours in fruitless counter-attacks. 
The second has its back to the 
Dnieper, from below Zaporozhe to 
Kakhovka, and is fighting now not 
at the approaches to the river cross- 
ings, but on the crossings them- 
selves. 

The drive beyond Perekope has 
isolated large German forces on the 
mainland between the jagged 
Sivash coast and the Red Army.

Must Fight

‘<é HIS country will have to face 
4 the keenest competition in 
selling her goods in the 
world market aíter the war,” said 
Mr. Erskine Childers, T.D., yester- 
day. ‘‘ After it we will have to take 
the offensive, so far as nationalism 
is concerned, as well as the defen- 
sive, in all economic matters.”

ls would take a tremendous effort of 
mind in the people. 


GONE FOR EVER 


After the war, if some of the 
idealistic doctrines of the Hot

OLLOWING a Rome radio re- 
port last night that the Ger- 
mans had evacuated Fratelio 
and Cerignola, Paris radio stated 
that the Americans had launched a 
new offensive in the western sector 
of the Italian front. 

** Large forces were used, and bitter 
fighting is in progress,” the radio 
added, 

Reme radio also announced that 
considerable formations of British 
and American naval forces attempted 
to approach and shell the port of 
Gaeta. After return fire by German 
coastal batteries the units retreated

LABOUR QUESTION 


More important still, is the 
question of labour. In practice, 
notwithstanding the high degree of 
efficiency of American construction 
engineers, the fuller use of pre- 
fabrication or pre-assembly has been 
seriously detrinfental to employment, 
while not resulting in any drastic 
reduction in building costs. In 
many of the American States ‘‘ non- 
strike’’ pacts have been made 
between representatives of labour 
and the housing authorities, by 
which the workers agreed not to 
strike for an increase in wages for 
the duration of their contracts, in 
return for the restriction of pre- 
fabrication within certain limits and 
other concessions. 


Less Profit for 
Sweet Retailers 


Unless the manufacturers of 
sweets are able to increase the 
supplies to retailers, the control of 
sweet prices will cause a reduction 
An shop: earnings. At present the 
shops cannot get sufficient sweets 
from the factories, and they have 
tried, in many. cases, to offset the 
reduction in their returns by mixing 
sweets and raising the prices of 
such mixtures. Price control pre- 
vents this, and the retailers can 
only keep up their returns by sellin 
more. Their ability to do this wi 
depend on supplies from the factory. 

Only the larger shops in the 
better selling districts will be 
affected by the control, as the 
smaller retailers concentrate on 
cheaper brands and do not do much 
mixing.
